Strategies of defence and war: the 


contradictions emerge 


Bonn demanded to be told nıare about 
the contents of the survey, detnils of 
how it came to be written, and clnmour- 
ed, to be on the safe side, for tho resi- 
gnation of General Glanz. 

They had evidently overlooked the 
fact that the survey was written and 
published in August last year when ihe 
Bonn government was a coalition led by 
their own party. 

. They had also forgotten a year ago to 
ask SPD Defence Minister Hans Apel 
what was going on at the Ministry, und 
forgotten to do so since.

The minister obtained a legal opinion 
and Liibeck Presiding Judge Herbert 
Tietgen told the 35 ‘that they were in 
breach of their duties as clvil servants. 

They received a written reprimand 
which has become a permanent part of 
their personnel files. The reprimand 
concerns the manner in which the ad- 
vertisement was presented, especially 
the fact that they identified themselves 
as “judges and prosecutors" and refer- 
red to their “professional ethics," this 
jeopardising the reputation of the judi- 


The paper urged its readers to partici- 
pate in blockades of US military instal 
lations and direct action in the Bremer 
haven region. An official investigation 
by the prosecutors has begürt, : 

The Lûdbecker Nachrichten, which 
carried the advertisement, distanced it- 
self from it in that very issue, writing: 
“This advertisement will serve as a wel- 
come whitewash for all demonstrators 
who believe that they can ignore the law 
on grounds of conscience," 

Where Libeck is concerned, the hot 
autumn has already begun. 


It is true that the law demands that 
elvil servants.exercise “nfoderatlon and 
restraint” in political matterë, But views 
differ widely on how this is to be inter 
preted in eaoh case,

advertisement does not violate the civil 
service code because the mention of 
their professions was kept in general 
terms and was indispensable for the un- 
derstanding of the advertisement.
